These people forget that the pop¬ 
ulation of the country is much larger than it 

was twenty-five or fifty years ago, and that 
few crimes escape being reported now, rvliere- 
as formerly very little pains were taken to 
give publicity to such things. We only learn¬ 
ed of great crimes, and none of the every-day 
sort which now get fully advertised. Tlwre 
arc many more good people now- than 
there were half a century ago, but they do 
not attain the notoriety accorded to the bad. 
Society has grown so in all its elements that 
in trying to show it up the public press neces¬ 
sarily teems with all its bad qualities. Lhe 
careful observer will, however, find that, 
while in some localities there is a great in¬ 
crease of crime, the average through the 
country is smaller, according to the popula¬ 
tion, than it was a quarter of a century ago. 
Here in Massachusetts there are three thou¬ 
sand more inmates of our prisons than thero 
were ten years ago. On the other hand there 
are more churches, more benevolent institu¬ 
tions and ten thousand more members of 
churches. There is no reason to despair so j 
Ion" as the increase of good overbalances the 
increase of crime, and so fong as Christian 
nr>n and women are willing to work .or the 
reformation of their fellow men.

The con- - b 
ditions constituting an attack arc the rupture 
of a cerebral blood-vessel, and consequent rc 
hemorrhage or travasation of blood i^o the g( 
brain substance, is tlie same as compression a] 
by a depressed portion of the skull, because ^ 
tlie brain is enclosed in the hard, unyielding, n 
bony case. Under these circumstances the n 
pressure caused by the extravasated blood in- y 
terrupts the circulation in the substance ot s1 
the brain, and the apoplectic phenomena, such p 
as stupor, insensibility, etc., are in fact due b 
to a deficiency of a proper supply of blood to b 
the nervous mass. The mechanism is prac- a 
tically tlie same when apoplexy depends on p 
sudden and intense congestion, or the plug¬ 
ging of a cerehal artery by a blood clot. _ d 
° The symptoms of the disease and immediate 
cause of death arc, therefore, due to a lack of ] 
a proper supply of blood to tlie brain, and not c 
as is generally supposed, to an accumulation ^ 
or ‘rush of blood to the head.’ It may ap- \

vid displeased Saul, and drove him to mad¬ 
ness. Saul sought to’entrap him. Twice his Ve 

madness broke out in violence. Warned by 
his court allies, Jonathan, and his own wife, 
Miclial, he escapes by night after a time 
(chapter xix. 10 ), and is thenceforth long a 
fugitive. He goes first to Samuel at Hamah, 
and has the first meeting with him since the .

hem Saul’s ferocity becomes more settlei 
and dangerous.

A PARISH INCIDENT. 

In a rural Presbyterian congregation in the 
western section of Canada, the people for va¬ 
rious reasons,were desirous of a change in the 
pastorate. A meeting was called to consider 
how the desired change could be effected. All 
were agreed that though the pastor was a 
learned, laborious, amiable and excellent man, 
he was exceedingly prosy and uninteresting 
as a preacher. It was resolved therefore, 
that a deputation should be sent respectfully 
to ask him to demit his charge. No one was 
ready to undertake the difficult and delicate 
task. At last two elders were induced to go 
and talk with the minister about the matter, 
They went on their mission with no little 
trepidation, but were surprised by the cordial 
manner in which the good minister received 
them. He listened quietly to the hesitatingly 
told story, and at once acquiesced in their 
desire that he Would resign. Elated with 
their success, they hastened to report the re¬ 
sults to the people. All were greatly grati¬ 
fied at the prospect of such an amicable ar¬ 
rangement; and feelling some sense of grati¬ 
tude to the minister for his many years of ser¬ 
vice, and especially for his ready compliance 
with their wishes, they determined to present 
him with an address and a purse. A public 
meeting of the congregation was held, at 
which the pastor was invited to be present, 
an address was read to him containing strong 
expressions of appreciation and gratitude for 
his manifold labors and of strong personal 
affection for himself, and thfe purse was 
handed to him as a token of their continued 
esteem. 

On rising to reply, tho pastor wns deeply 
moved, and spoke with a faltering voice. He 
stated that, influenced by the statements of 
the elders who had called on him, he had re¬ 
solved, at much expense of feeling to himself, 
to resign his charge. Pausing for a minute, 
as if overcome with emotion—not a few of 
the tender-hearted betraying their sympathy 
with him—he went on to say that in view of 
tiie affectionate and touching address he had 
just received, so very numerously signed, and 
accompanied by so generous ft gift,he felt con¬ 
strained to abandon his purpose, and would 
therefore retuftiu with them, and devote his 
future life io the best interests of a people 
who were so warmly attached to hiiu, and 
who were so highly valued his humble ser¬ 
vice.

That committee on the reduction of State 
Salaries seem to he unfortunate in their man¬ 
ner of procedure. Instead of making a gen¬ 
eral schedule and giving the Legislature the 
whole batch at once,> they have commenced 
by sending in a few at a time. They have 
made no proposition to reduce their own sal¬ 
aries, but go for the poor engineer and fire¬ 
men in the basement, who get just enough 
now to keep soul and body together through 
the year. They proposed to reduce the Govern¬ 
or’s salary $1000, but it is found that the Leg¬ 
islature can raise his pay hut has no power 
to reduce it. To he consistent the 
Legislature should first reduce its own pay 
and then talk about reducing the pay of other 
departments. 

The ease with which tire bank burglary at 
Northampton was accomplished will not tend 
to increase the peace of mind of nervous 
stockholders and depositors in similar institu¬ 
tions ; and it would seem to suggest to bank 
managers the necessity of employing more 
safeguards than have yet come into general 
use. One of these now coming into favor is the 
chronometer lock, a recent invention which, 
after being locked, cannot he unlocked even 
by those who have the combination until the 
hour comes round for which it was set. 
Another, and on many accounts, better pro¬ 
tection is the employment of electricity by 
means of a wooden case surrounding tlic sate, 
and which cannot be tampered witli in any 
way without sounding an alarm at the police 
headquarters, or at the houses of the bank 
officers as the case may be. The latter is a 
simple and effectual safeguard, one that can 
neither be gagged or intimidated,and is always 
on duty. 


BOLD BANK ROBBERY. 

The JVortlmmpton National Bank Re¬ 
lieved of § 070 , 000 —Tiie Cashier and 
Family Gagged and Guarded for l ive 
Horn's._ 

One of the boldest and most successful 
bank robberies op record was perpetrated at 
Northampton "Wednesday morning, About 1 
o’clock that morning, Mr. Whittlesey, the 
cashier of the Northampton National Bank, 
and his wife were awakened by two men, who 
with five others had broken into the house, 
and ordered to dress. The other inmates of 
the hpqsc, five in number, were marched in 
and ail bound and gagged, a guard • be¬ 
ing placed over them. They then compelled 
the cashier to give the three combinations to 
the vault, which he did, twice giving them 
1 wrong, but on their third demand, empha- 
t sized by threats, he gave them correctly. After 
t binding the family and taking the cashier’s 
watcfi and other articles of value, four of the 
men left for tho bauk- A^riRt 7 0 Mrs. 

^ Whittlesey managed to free herself to f^ve the. 
J alarm, and they were liberated from their 
’ ropes. Upon reaching the bank it was found 
s that the burglars had unlocked the outside 
" door of the vault, and made their way to the 
‘ safe, which they had left in such shape that 

* the door could not be opened until an ex- 
3 pert froip New York arrived, which gave 
’• the robbers ample time to get off bpfore the 
3 loss was known. They worked unmolest- 
‘ e d, the watchman of the bank having gone 
1 home. The lock on the vault was put in last 

October, and was supposed to be equal, if not 
superior to the chronometer lock in the matter 
G of safety. It required four keys to unlock,and 
'* these were held by four different officers of 
’ the hank, hut the gang seemed to be perfectly 
familiar with the lock, and obtained entrance 
with only one key. They secured §670,000 
, C worth of bonds deposited for safe keeping, 
and left town on the early train south. A 
’’ reward of §25,000 is offered for their apprelien-

The paper hanging machine exhibited at 
the Vienna Exposition is a novelty m niechan- j 
ical contrivances not often exceeded. A box 
is made of tin, sufficiently long to receive a 
roll of paper, and of a depth and breadth suf- 
ficient to contain a paste roller and the desired 
quantity ot paste, the case being nearly 
square. The ease roller revolves on pivots in . 
the ends of the case, and the paper which is ^ 
dropped into the case rests on an inclined 
hinge flap, and bears on the paste roller. Be- 
fore the paper is placed in the case a metal j 
rod is inserted in the centre to give the paper , 
additional weight to keep it steady and m f 
place, and an adjustable head bears against 
the end of the roll of paper to prevent longi- : 
tude in motion. The roller revolves m the . . 
paste, the friction against the paper cans-1 g 
in- it to revolve when the paper is drawn , * 
out. A pressure roller, which may be cover- 
ed with felt, receives the face side of the pa- : 
per. The paper is placed in the case, and its s 
end is hooked into the bent. In hanging, the t 
machine is raised to near the ceiling by means ^ 
of a handle and pressed against the wall l the - 

paper releases itself from the hooks, and, as 

the machine is brought down, the roller press¬ 
es the paper to the wall. The machine is { 
used for papering overhead, and for putting , 
on strips of bordering in a similar ma nner. ;
